advanced to pay men and teams, 
$71.14 for digging the sewer across 
public square and down N. Second 
streets, and $141.48 for grading First 
street and N. and S. Second streets, 
were presented and allowed. 


Aid. Maine, Brill and Dumbleton 


were appointed to canvass the vote 
cast at the special school bond election, 
held on the 16th inst. 
They found 
that the total number of votes cast, 
were 356, and of this number 240 were 
for the loan and 116 against, leaving 
a majority of 124. 
The official re- 


turns, it will be seen, makes the ma- 
jority 36 more than publi'hed last 
week. In the 4th ward there were 
49 votes for the loan and 31 against, 
instead of 31 for and 49 against. 
In 


the 6th ward but 22 votes were cast, 
11 for and 11 against, instead of 22 
for and 22 against as previously re- 
ported.

JUDGE WEBB DECLINES. 


Will Not Accept the Supreme Court Va- 


cancy Beoentlv Tendered by 


GOT. Upham. 


Hon. Unas. M. Webb, of Grand 


Rapids, will continue to act as judge 
of the 7th judicial circuit. The an- 
nouncement that he would not accept 
the appointment recently tendered 
him as a justice of the supreme court, 
was made yesterday, and it was re- 
ceived with quite general satisfaction 
and but few regrets. No one regretted 
this determination on the part of 
Judge Webb for selfish or personal 
motives, only that they would have 
been pleased to see him serve the 
people in so Important and prominent 
a position. In this city there were 
two candidates for the supposed va- 
cancy, J. O. Raymond and D. Lloyd 
Jones, and both of them were con- 
fident of success, in case a vacancy 
occurred. 
Mr. Jones is on a tour to 


toe PacHkrcoast, and'Mr^ Raymond 
expresses himself as being well satis- 
fled with Judge Webb's decision, say- 
ing that while he had felt most con- 
fident of being the latter's successor 
if the opportunity had presented It- 
self, still he would lay aside any per- 
sonal ambition that he might have 
and most sincerely approve of the 
action taken. 


Judge Webb's letter of declination 


was written on Monday last, and his 
refusal to accept is for personal 
reasons. The main reasons are that 
he is well satisfied wjth his work as 
circuit judge, and prefers to continue 
his home where he has spent the lat- 
ter half of his life. The letter is as 
follows: 


Grand Bapids, Wis., July 22.—Gov. 


W. H. Upham, Executive Office, Mad- 
ison, Wisconsin—Dear Sir: On the 
12th instant I addressed to your 
Excellency a letter acknowledging 
the receipt of your commission, bear- 
ing date the llth instant, appointing 
me a justice of the Supreme court to 
fill the vacancy resulting from the 
death of the late Chief Justice Orton, 
and asking, for reasons therein stated, 
a few days' time in which to consider 
and determine the question of its ac- 
ceptance. Having meanwhile given 
the subject most thorough and im- 
partial consideration, I am compelled 
to decline the great honor so gener- 
ously tendered me. In reaching this 
conclusion 1 have neither forgotten 
nor disregarded my duty to the people 
of the state, nor my great and lasting 
obligations to the people of the north, 
in particular, and to many friends 
elsewhere in the state, for their un- 
wavering confidence and support at 
all times freely given; nor yet my 
sense of profound gratitude to your 
Excellency personally, for the un- 
solicited and unexpected honor which 
your action has done me. I have re- 
membered all these, and considered 
them fully, but find them overborne 
by considerations of a personal and 
private character, important onlv to 
myself and those who hold my first 
and greatest obligations, but which 
are paramount with me, and command 
me to decline the proffered advance- 
ment. I feel sure that the many 
friends in the state who have urged 
me to accept the appointment will 
agree that I am the best judge of 
what is my duty under the circum- 
stances, and will concur in the con- 
clusion reached. 


Firmly believing that the action 


here resolved upon will prove to be 
wisest and best for all interests in- 
volved. an'1 again thanking your Ex- 
cellency for the confidence which your 
official action in the matter under 
consideration implies, I have the 
honor to remain, very respectfully,

Emmons Burr's barn, situated Just 


in the rear of hlg home on Division 
street, was destroyed by fire laat Moo- 
day night, and of five horses occu- 
pying stalls in the building, but oo« 
was gotten out uninjured, two being 
burned to death. Another had the 
hair and flesh on its shoulders so bad- 
ly burned that it will take many 
weeks of treatment to pull the animal 
through. The fifth horse was slight- 
ly burned about the shoulders and 
neck. 
Mr. Burr also lost a 


board and the wagon used for deliver- 
ing coal and other heavy goods, while 
Mrs. Burr's buggy fell a prey to the 
fire demon. Several wood and coal 
stoves, dozens of axes, pevees and 
other lumbering utensils were stored 
in the barn and were burned or ren- 
dered useless. Seven sets of harness, 
several tons of hay, a quantity of oat* 
and many other things usually found 
in a well equipped stable also went 
up in smoke. Mr. Burr went to bed 
a few moments betore the fire broke 
out and by the time be had donned 
part of his clothes and got outside, 
the whole upper part of the 
was ablaze. Jas. Hodell was one of 
the first on the scene, and to him is 
due the credit of liberating the horses 
that were not suffocated. The fire 
was undoubtedly the work of some 
scoundrel 
whom hanging by the 


thumbs would be too humane a death. 
Thos. Hyde's Insurance agency car> 
ried a policy of $850 on building, 
horses, etc., but this amount will not 
nearly cover the loss.

The enlarged por- 
trait of the beloved father and hus- 
band, as well as those of the five 
brothers and sisters already passed 
over the river, but too plainly told of 
the missing forms and vacant chairs 
which more forcibly than ever im- 
pressed a realization of tbe fact on 
those present that sooner or later 
others from the family circle would 
be called hence, and that only in 
eternity would all be recognized where 
the pangs of sorrow and separation 
never occur. 


The oldest child present was Mrs. 


Lizzie Gray, aged 46; the youngest 
Miss Lettie, now 20. Different por- 
tions of Wisconsin were represented 
by members of tbe family, and lovingly 
clasped hands, with the wandering - 
son 
and 
brother, 
from 
Texas. 


Affectionate congratulations were ex- 
tended to the aged mother, who is 
now 67 years of age, but in full enjoy- 
ment of health. 


Mrs. Corrigan, as well as being the 


mother of 0 living children, has also 
32 grand children and one great grand 
child, nearly all being present. Pres- 
ents were exchanged, accompanied by 
loving words, giving expression to the 
eventful gathering, with also reference 
to the past, present and future. 


The most notable transaction of 


the day was the transfer! ng of the 
individual shares by tbe heirs of the 
estate to tbe mother, and she in re- 
turn making a conditional transfer to 
her son, Ed. F. Corrigan, reserving 
protection for herself, single daughter 
and son, Willie. 
The fact of the 


deed being made in favor of Ed. was 
a most commendable act Indeed. 
Carried from Stevens Point when but 
an Infant, his entire life has been 
spent (much of it in hard labor) on 
tbe old homestead. He has been the 
main stay and comfort of the mother 
in her declining yean, and always the 
wise friend and brother of those whose 
comfort was ever one of his first con- 
sideration.

An Air Breathing Creature That Can live 


oil Indefinitely Without Air. 


The common snail hits lungs, heart anil 


a gftnoriU circulation and is In every re- 
spect iiu air brunthlug orunturo. This not- 
withstanding, ho can livo on indefinitely 
without luluillng tho lonst atom of air— 
that which Is usuully considered the es- 
soutlal to existence In all creatures sup- 
plied with lungs. Lcppurt snys, "To all 
organized creatures tho removal of oxy 
gen, water, nourishment and heat causes 
death to cnsuo." When that statemonfc 
was mndo, ho does not appear to consider 
tho snail as ono among tho grunt host of 
" organized boiiigs," for tho experiments 
Hindu by Professor Spallanzanl prove that 
any or all tho usual life conditions can bo 
removed In Its case without terminating 
its oiistonco or in any way impairing its 
functions. 


It is a fact well known that tho com 


mon land snail retreats Into his shell on 
tho approach of frosty weather in tho fall, 
and that tho opening or mouth of tho 
shell is hermetically scaled by a secretion 
which Is of a ^Iky toxturo arid absolutely 
impervious to both air and water. In this 
condition it Is plain that ho Is deprived of 
throo out of tho four elements of lifo men- 
tioned by Loppert—viz, air, water and 
nourishment. 


Taken after ho has boon thus handicap 


pod for months, ho may bo plungod into a 
chemical mixture 100 degrees colder than 
tho degree marked at Fahrenheit's zero 
and allowed to remain in that chilly so- 
lution for weeks. 
Yet as soon as restored 


to normal temperature lifo is renewed, and 
tho snail soon regains his natural powers, 
clips tho silken curtain from his house 
door nnd begins to feed as naturally 
though just awakening from a winter's 
sleep. Spallanxani kept a snail of tho 
groat helix family hermetically sealed in a 
glass tube, from which all air had been 
carefully removed, for a period of four 
years and two months, yet ho declares 
that tho croaturo regained all its normal 
functions within loss than an hour after 
being exposed to a temperature of 00 de- 
grees.—Pt. Louis Republic.

mett was an Ohioaii. and "Dixie" WM 
written and first fung in Now York 
city, which furnished thousands of the 
very first troops that went to the front 
to crush secession 


Daniel Decatur Emmett, old, poor 


and broken m health, is still living in 
a little house near Mount Vernon, O. 
He made a great deal of money in his 
days of popularity, but he spent it as 
fast as he got it. Now he lives alone in 
his very modest board shanty and de- 
votes most of hia time to his chickens, 
his pet cat Chillipalnchia and his Bible. 
He was born in Mount Vernon Oct. 29. 
1815, and received a very limited edu- 
cation. From early boyhood, however, 
he played the fife and violin by ear and 
displayed marked talent for music. 
He 


also possessed a very pleasing voice—- 
the voice that afterward won him fame 
and fortune. 


He left school at an early age, be- 


came a journeyman printer, and for a 
time traveled with a circus as a team- 
ster. In 1884, when a more boy of 19, he 
enlisted in the regular army, and for 14 
months was flfer in a company of in- 
fantry. He next ran away with a circus 
that showed in Cincinnati and drifted 
to New York, where he worked on news- 
papers during the winter aud in summer 
traveled with circuses. 
One evening 


Emmett, Francis Marion Brower, Wil- 
liam Whitlock and William Ward Pel- 
ham gave an entertainment at their 
boarding house in New York and sang 
negro songs. 


To heighten the realism Emmett sug- 


gested that they black up with stove 
soot. 
They did so, and their modest 


minstrel show was so successful that 
they gave a public entertainment aa the 
Virginia Minstrels iu Chatham theater. 
This, the first minstrel show, was a ter- 
rific hit. and Emmett's notable career 
as a black face artist began. While with 
Bryant's minstrels he composed numer- 
ous "walkarounds,"among them "Old 
Dan Tucker.'' One day in the spring 
of 1859 Jerry Bryant wanted a new 
"walk around," aud Emmett hurriedly 
composed "Dixie." It was first sung in 
Mechanics' hall, New York; it caught 
the fancy of the people, and when Sum- 
ter was fired on the soldiers of the Con- 
federacy adopted it as their war song. 


A PRETTY DOCTOR OF SCIENCE. 


Carol Baldwin In * Mnrvel of Erudition 


•nd Knows Bow to Cook. 


Miss Carol Willard Baldwin, the first 


woman to receive the degree of doctor 
of science at Cornell, is a prodigy in 
mathematical erudition, but she can 
oook and keep house as well as the next 
girl.

four years before she was graduated, 
third in point of merit in a class of over 
60, nnd was the first woman to receive 
the degree of doctor of science from the 
College of Mechanics. 


After graduating she taught school 


for five months and then returned to tho 
State university for post graduate work 
iu science. The professors considered 
her a marvel und encouraged her in her 
ambition to pursue scientific work in 
some e:\storn college 
She entered Cor- 


nell in 
18113. and on May 29 of the 


present year took her final examination 
For four hours throo learned professors 
gave her pciont;flc knowledge a severe 
tsst anr! then tola her she could have 
her degree 


"I left the room," she says, "with a 


queer, weak feeling about tho knees and 
ankles, but with the sublime conscious- 
ness that I hnd neither crifd nor faint- 
ort," surely a great triumph for one of 
her SPX under the trying circumstances. 
Despite her unusual learning she is a 
gay companion and is as iuterested in 
the frivolities of life as she is in physics 
and ineehanics. 


GREAT MEN AS LOVERS.

devoid of the Napoleonic art of writing 
love lottm. Ho was an energetic wooer, 
whose stem will bow down tb* opposition 
of the parent* of hk tatorad. 


The lady wa* the daughter of Heinrlcb 


von Puttkamer, a rich Nether-PoiocraniaD 
landlord. Her paivnti wen very unwill- 
ing to allow her to wed young Bismarck, 
who in those dayi allowed more signs ol 
being a mere beer guzzling and meet de- 
stroying giant like his great-grandfather, 
whom lie to much resembled, than the 
first statesman of the continent 


Fur Bismarck was a sad dog as a young 


man. He liked everything big—big pipes, 
big dogs, big steins of beer, big carousals, 
especially the latter—and was considered 
no fit match for tho daughter of a pioui 
house. Not the least of his offenses wae 
the record of over 80 duels fought in hit 
student days, for ho was a famous swords- 
man as well as shot. 


Princess Bismarck probably next to the 


chancellor's mother it was who made him 
a gruat man. She hod a serious view ol 
lifo, a quick wit and plenty of intelligence. 


In his correspondence Bismarck ad- 


dresses his wife as "My Heart" or "M; 
Beloved Heart." He sends her jasmine 
from Peterhof, heatherbells from Bordeaux 
and odulwelss from Gostein. Ho reminded 
bur on tho sixteenth anniversary of tholl 
wuddlng that it was she who "brought 
BUiihlilno into his bachelor lift) " 


Bismarck's declaration of lovowas made 


upon a garden seat in the grounds of the 
ruined castle of Harzburg, onco tho seat ol 
Henry IV, who wont to Canossa, and. on 
that precise spot now stands the monu- 
ment with tho inscription, "Nach Cauossa 
gcheu wir nioht." 


Napoleon's love letters, to judge from 


ono among tho many which have been pre- 
served, wore as fine as the dispatches with 
which lie soon began to electrify his sol- 
diers and all France. 


"I awiikcn full of theo," ho wrote to Jo- 


sephine; "thy portrait and yoster eve's in- 
toxicating charm have loft my senses nc 
repose. Sweet and matchless Josephine, 
how btrango your influence upon my heart! 
Are you angry? Do I see you sad? Are 
you uneasy? * * * My soul is moved 
with grief, and there is no rest for youi 
friend, but is there, then, moro when, 
yielding to an overmastering desire, I 
draw from your lips, your heart, a flame 
which consumes me?

BIRDS AS BAROMETERS. 


A Well Known Writer Who Hold* That 


They Are Mot Weatherwlse. 


In his charming book, "Recent Ram- 


bles," Dr. Charles C. Abbott gives some 
little attention to the question whether 
birds can realize tho coming of a storm so 
far in advance of its actual appearance as 
to serve observant man as a reliable bar- 
ometer. Although this has boon popularly 
believed for centuries, Dr. Abbott thinks 
that it has no basis in fact and voices his 
opinion in these words: 


"It needs but a short ramble in the 


woods and fields after a summer shower to 
see how painfully destructive arc moderate 
wind and rain when they rush across the 
country hand in hand. There is no more 
touching sight In all nature than the lowly 
rnnrniured plaint of nost birds as they con- 
tem'plato, after a shower, their ruined 
home and drowned fledglings. 


"To credit a bird with weather wisdom 


and yet with no power to guard against 
probable danger is to assume that it leads 
the terrible lifo of ono in constant fear—a 
mental condition the bird's daily life flatly 
contradicts. Never docs tho world look 
brighter than a few hours before some 
great change. Never are tho birds more 
merry, mammals moro full of play; yet 
the Impending storm means mischief that 
to some extent might bo averted had tboso 
happy creatures but an inkling of what 
was coming." 


Vive Mlle» Up to a Snowstorm. 


There is little to suggest a snowstorm 


in the appearance of tho aerial curls ar>d 
feathers that are named by meteorologists 
cirrus clouds. But 0r. A. Benson during 
a lofty balloon voyage In Germany passed 
through a cirrus cloud at n height exceed 
ing five mllos and a half and found that it 
consisted of small but perfectly formed 
flakes of snow. It was a little snowstorm 
floating high in tho sky. If it had de- 
scended earthward, it would have been 
turned into mist or rain. 


During this voyage, which was one of 


the most extraordinary balloon trips on 
record, Dr. Benson attained a height of 
very nearly six mllos. He would undoubt- 
edly have lost consciousness—as Mr. Glal- 
sher did in his still loftier ascent many 
years ago—if ho had not resorted to an ex- 
pedient which reminds ono of tho ingcn 
lous devices of some of Jules Verne's ex- 
traordinary heroes. 


Dr. Benson carried with him bags of 


oxygen and breathed this gns, mingled 
with ah", aftor ho hnd attained a height 
where tho atmosphere was too light for 
comfortable respiration. Ho found that 
above 36,000 feot ho could not dispense 
with the uso of oxygen from his bags. 


The temperature at tho highest point 


that he attained, 31,490 foot, was about 64 
degrees F. below zero. If at this time bo 
had floated over the world's loftiest moun- 
tain, Mount Everest in tho Himalayas, he 
would have been nearly 2,800 foot above 
the highest point of that tremendous peak. 
—Youth's Companion. 


Half Price. 


It is not without causo that tho term 


"hard headed" has so often been applied 
to tho residents of rural districts in How 
England. Not long ago a dusty, tiroO 
looking man presented himself at the desk 
in the ono hotel of a New England town 
and said ho wanted a room till 6 o'clock 
tho next morning. 
'' I've eat niy supper, and I shall bo off 


before breakfast," he said gravely to tho 
clerk.

The flnrt to—whether In sprinting, dis- 


tance or crow country running—to ran 
entirely on the ball of the foot, or, as they 
say on the track, "Get upon your toes!" 
By striking on tho ball of the foot, which 
Is a sort of natural spring board, the run- 
ner takes a longer stride and the spring 
that he gets enables him to lift his foot 
more rapidly and repeat tho stride more 
quickly than the runner who goes flat 
footed. As length and rapidity of stride 
are what give speed in running, it follows j 
that a flat footed runner can never be a 
Fast one. Another reason against pound- 
ing away flat footed is that the delicate 
mechanism of tho ankle, knoe and hip is 
jarred and may in time be Injured. 


The second point for a runner to observe 


Is his method of breathing. 
Breathe 


through both tho nose and mouth. Nearly 
every boy when he first begins to run has 
the insane idea that all the breathing must 


done through tho nose. There was 


never a greater mistake. When a boy runs, 
tils heart beats much faster than it does 
ordinarily and pumps out just so much 
more blood. All this must be aerated or 
purified by air from tho lungs. The op- 
pression that one feels when beginning to 
run is due to the lungs demanding more 
air for tho extra quantity of blood which 
tho heart is sending out. 
Nature has 


looked out for this and provided a way by 
which air can be furnished to the lungs 
very rapidly. It is a very simple way and 
consists of merely opening the mouth. 
Breathe, then, through the nose in ordi- 
nary lifo as much as possible, but when 
you are running or exorcising violently 
open the mouth and take in air in deep, 
rapid breaths, not gulping it iu through 
U»o mouth alone, but letting the mouth 
and nose have each Its share. Take as 
long a stride as possible, but without over- 
balancing tho body. Bend \ie body slight- 
ly from the hips, for if it bo held too erect 
the strido will be shortened. Let the bent 
arms swing easily and naturally a little 
above the level of the hips, swinging out 
and back with every stride. This keeps 
tho muscles loose, prevents them from be- 
coming tired so easily as they would If held 
rigid and balances the body bettor. 
Take 


especial pains to keep the body from being 
stiff; let it swing as easily and lithely as 
possible. In sprinting the stride is shorter 
and more rapid than in long distance run- 
ning, and a sprinter usually runs with 
body thrown farther back, In quite differ- 
ent form from the long, easy lope of the 
distance runner.—S. Scoville, Jr., In St. 
Nicholas.

A LARGE BAKESIIOP. 


IT 
TURNS OUT TWENT^ 
MILLION 


LOAVES OF BREAD A YEAR. 


Two Tbowaad Barrel* of Floar CM»«med 


Bach Wc*k—H*w Macalaery I* CM* In 
Maklas; Bread—An Army of Klfht Work- 
•N la th« Big Brwklra C«ae*ra. 


The largest toft bread bukery In the 


world ts located In Belfast, while th« 
next most extensive plant of the kind 
!• located In Brooklyn. What U mean* by 
the term "soft" bread bakery is that noth- 
ing but bread la baked on the premises. 
Crackers, sea biscuit* pies, cakes and th« 
almost endless variety of product* of tht 
average bakeshop are not made in thb 
establishment, which is located a* the cor- 
ner of Harrison avenue and Hutledg* 
itreet. 


Some idea of the magnitude of the busi- 


ness can be had from the statement that 
from ita 40 ovens the product of 9,000 bar- 
rels of flour is distributed each week in thif 
city, Now York and the vicinity. This if 
at the rate of 104,000 barrels per annum 
and signifies the baking of 50,000 loaves ol 
'tread per day, 309,000 loaves per week, 


1,786,000 per month and the enormous to- 
tal of 20,440,000 loaves every year. 


The employees of this establishment, 


with the exception of a few who knead and 
bake the rye bread output, are included In 
the great army of night workers, who toll 
while the average citizen Is resting from 
the labors of the day. To partially supply 
the million of people who do not malw 
their own bread, but who depend upon tht 
baker for the staff of life, over 800 people 
are employed In the various departments. 
So quietly and systematically is the work 
performed that the casual passerby, hear- 
ing no noise, and seeing no evidence ol 
stir about the premises, can form no ado 
quote idea of the busy scene which takes 
place nightly beneath his very feet, not 
can he conceive the appearance of the place 
when the white aproned bakers are at 
work. 


The first relay of workmen makes its ap- 


pearance at S o'clock iu the morning. 
Those are the rnen who set tho sponge for 
the following night's work. At 5:30 the 
men who work exclusively on rye broad 
come on duty and remain until 6 in the 
nfterpoon. 
These two gangs constitute 


the entire day force. To these men is dole- 
gated the duty of getting everything in 
readiness for a largo force of bakers, who 
make their appearance at 6 p. in., when 
the real work of tho establishment may be 
said to begin. 
Tho flour, which will soon 


corno from the ovens in the various shapes 
so well known to the consumers, has been 
sifted in the storerooms overhead. Follow- 
ing this, it passes through the several 
aerating machines and is sent below, 
through several great chutes, which lead 
to various sections of the bakeshop floor 
in the basement. Hero' it Is again put in 
barrels, where it is left to settle and cool 
until It reaches the proper condition to be 
run through the mixing machines. 


The sponge, which p.aa been sot during 


tho day, is distributed in long, deep wood- 
en troughs, situated in localities convenient 
to the work benches. Its transfer to and 
from the mixers is one of the most Inter- 
esting details of tho entire broadmaklng 
process. 
Every thrifty housewife knows 


the consistency of bread sponge, but can, 
With difficulty, realize that it requires the 
services of several stalwart men and a large 
cart to carry the sponge of one baking 
from the trough to the machines. This 
cart contains possibly 500 pounds of no!U, 
unwieldy bread dough, which Is dumped 
into a revolving cylinder, the interior of 
Which has been treated precisely as the 
housewife treats her shining pans when 
about to bake a batch of bread. When the 
sponge is once In tho mixer, the various 
ingredients, including milk, water and 
salt, are exactly and carefully added, and 
the mass is allowed to stand for a few mo- 
ments, when it is ready for the flour. Again 
would the average housewife be astonished 
at the manner in which the flour is added 
to the sponge. 


No scoop, dipper, pan or pall would 


answer the requirements of this gigantic 
Sponge. Strong men pick up an open bar- 
rel and toss the entire contents into the 
mixer. Barrel after barrel follows in quick 
succession until nearly 1,200 pounds have 
been thus distributed. 
The machine la 


started, and thus begins the first step in 
the kneading process. As the cylinder 
slowly revolves, the kneading being assist- 
ed by iron arms which revolve Inside the 
chamber in opposite direction BO that 
tho mixing may be more thoroughly and 
quickly done, the head baker stands by to 
stop the machine. As soon as the dough 
has reached a consistency in which it can 
be taken out in great masses of from 80 to 
100 pounds It is again loaded into the cart 
and taken back to the troughs to raise. 


A very interesting feature is the actual 


kneading of the various shaped loaves, 
their'transfer to the ovens in a raw'state 
and their exit therefrom, brown, plump 
and givlnf out* pungent and pleasant 
aroma. 


When the dough has "raised" sufficient- 


ly, the busy time In bread making Is at 
hand. At each work bench is stationed a 
man who weighs the dough which makes 
up each loaf. Tho scale* are unerring, and 
the loaves consequently never vary in size. 
Each kind of bread has a separate scale 
and a separate crowd of bakers, who have 
become so proficient that where eight or 
ten are working at one bench It 1* Impos- 
sible to distinguish one loaf from another, 
either before or after leaving the oven. 
The dough having reached oven proof, the 
hand kneading and rolling process begins. 
Practiced hands beat it and roll It, play- 
ing what may be likened unto a drum 
chorus as they rapidly prepare It for the 
oven. Every lover of Mother Goose will 
recall her admonition to tho baker. '' Patty 
cake I Patty cake! Baker's man. Roll it 
anfl bake it as fast M you cttn." Surely 
this old woman of blessed memory must 
nave mastered tho secret of broadmaklng. 


liuoh of the bread la baked in pans, yet 


there are several of the popular shaped and 
higher priced varieties which are baked on 
the oven bottom. 
The work progresnen 


from boar to hour and the same routine is 
repeated with never failing precision until 
th» towering piles of bread admonish the 
foreman that enough has been baked to 
fill the orders In sight.—Brooklyn Eagle.

LONDON'S PEOPLE. 


as to tb* PoflMtiattM «f «*• 
World's drastics* City. 


The London county council has just Is- 


sued a big volume full of Interesting sta- 
tistics. It appears that of the rasldeno* 
population only 65 per cent were burn In 
London, and of born Londoners living In 
England 77 percent still live iu London and 
28 tier cent in the rest of the country. The 
southeastern counties, the south midland, 
the eastern and the southwestern are the 
only districts that contribute (severally) 
Wore than 8 p«r cent of the population. 
The total foreign percentage is no more 
than 9.34. It U noteworthy that, while 
toe native population has decreased in the 
last 80 years from 84 to 77 per cent, the 
proportion of London Scottish has re- 
mained stationary, the Irish having de- 
crsasod considerably, aad the foreigner*, 
chiefly Poles and Russians, have increased. 


The actual total population of registra- 


tion London at the last census was 4,811,- 
748. 
This total falls short of the total as 


calculated on the basis of the known de- 
cennial increase, and It is estimated that 
888,864 persons have gone to lire else- 
where, the large majority no doubt find- 
las; their homes in outer London. The 
registrar general's returns for 1899 show 
the total number of births as 188,898; rate 
of illegitimacy, S.75 per cent; total num- 
ber of deaths, 86,888, of which 40 per cent 
represents Infant mortality under 6 yean 
of age; total number of persons nutated, 
74,882. 


The age tables show that more than 44 


per cent of tho population an either under 
80 years of ago or over 70, and may be pre- 
sumed not to be mainly supported by their 
personal labor; the remainder, mostly be- 
tween the ages of 90 and 50, may be reck- 
oned as workers of one sort or another, 
without taking count of the unoccupied. 
Of those workers of both sexes, in round 
numbers, 100,000 an described as profes- 
sional, 301,000 as domestic, 840,000 as 
commercial and 1,000,000 as industrial, 
the total occupied class numbering nearly 
2,000,000. 
Of the "industrial" million, 


builders and carpenters account for 116,- 
000, 
mechanics and laborers for 110,000, 


and "dregs"for more than 800,000, about 
70 per cent of whom are women. The rest 
of this particular million are distributed 
among minor trades and industries.

OrnaueaU Mada From Cow*' Bora*. 
It is often the awe that amateurs would 


like to make some uae of handsome horns, 
but from the rigid and obstinate nature of 
the material are unable to do so. A simple 
process, carefully followed out, would en- 
able any one to make beautiful and useful 
articles. Tho inner part of the horn is 
scraped out, then it is thrown into water 
and boiled for an hour or so, when it be- 
comes soft. It is then held In tho flame of 
a wood or coal firo, being constantly 
turned. It should be kept In the fin for 
some time, care being taken that It does 
not burn, and is frequently moistened by 
being dipped In boiling witter. The heat 
and stwun will soften It to about the con- 
dition of molttm load. It Is therefore very 
soft, and can be split lengthwise by a 
strong knife and pinchers. It can then tw 
cot Into thin layers by separating the 
sheet* of which it is composed. By being 
pressed between A les It can bo made to 
Uko almost any form. When the article In 
complete, It can be scraped smooth, then 
given a high polish.— New York Ledger.

SHY'S INDIAN FIGHT. 


HE STOOD Off SEVENTEEN APACHES 


WITH HIS RIFLE. 


A Single Banded Content With One el Ce- 


ronliuo'i Band* of Marauders—It Luted 
All One Afternoon and Put to Illnh 
Lone Haired Fighter*' Storle*. 


He was htundlng oil the fetation platform 


at Las Vegas waiting to toko tho south 
ward bound train—a quiet, businesslike 
man, evidently a ranchman or miner. A 
resident of tho town called tho attention 
of a tourist to him and said : 


"That's John Shy. Never heard of him? 


John T. Shy of Deming, manager of the 
Missouri-Florida Cattle company? Talk 
about your long haired Indian fighters! 
They ain't in it with htm. That man sin 
gle handed fought and stood off 17 Apaches 
all ono afternoon. It was ten years ago 
when Chief Goronlmo was on tho warpath 
and was making things warm for ranch' 
men and prospectors in southern New 
Mexico and Arizona. John Shy at that 
time, tho same as now, was the manager 
of the cattle company, whose range lies 
about the Florida mountains, 30 miles 
south of Doming. With his wife and little 
son ho resided upon tho ranch in a neat 
frame house. In a cottage close by lived 
Mr. and Mrs. Yeager from Missouri. Mr. 
Yeager wait ono of the owners of the cattle 
outfit. 


"On a bright autumn morning in 188S 


Mr. and Mrs. Yeager drove to Deming in 
their carriage. There they made some pur- 
chases, called on friends in town, and in 
the afternoon started for home. It was 
tho hist time they were seen alive by their 
friends. Meantime at tho ranch John Shy, 
who hud been hunting strayed stock out 
on tho range, eamo bock to his house at 
noon, played with his boy while dinner 
was preparing, and then the family sat 
down at the table. 


"Something darkened the window, and 


Mrs. Shy screamed. An Apaoho stood just 
outsido in tho act of aiming a gun at her 
husband. As John Shy sprang for his 
rifle tho Indian fired, missing him. The 
yells of a bund of Indians und tho tram- 
pling of booth outbide came simultaneous- 
ly with tho bursting upward of flumes and 
smoke, showing that tho house hud boon 
fired. Back of tho house was n hillside 
thickly wooded with a low growth of plnon 
and scrub oak. Out through tho back door 
tho inmates broke for tlio hillside, tho 
husband covering their retreat with his 
rlflo. 
Before they could gnin n place of 


shelter an Apache bullet wounded tho boy. 
Dropping behind a bowlder, John Shy told 
his wife and boy to secrete themselves in 
tho thicket in tho rear and then gave bat 
tie to the Indians.. 
"It was a mounted band of 17 Apaches 


that ho had to deal with. While MJIIIO of 
thorn flnid upon him from a distance, 
others dismounted and crept as near him 
as they dared, taking advantage of every 
Object and inequality of ground to shelter 
their approach, They were well armed unit 
every time ho showed his head it brought 
a rain of bullets about him. While tho In- 
dians nearest him kept up thoir firing to 
compel him to remain closely under cover, 
tho mounted ones suddenly charged upon 
him. 
Peering from behind his .sheltering 


rock, John Shy saw ten Apaches riding at 
top spocd toward him, not 100 yards away. 
Without heeding tho bullets from the en- 
emies iu concealment about him, ho rose 
on ouo kueo, and, steadying his elbow 
upon tho bowlder, worked bis repeating 
rifle with the skill that comes from cool 
noss and a lifetime practice. His first shot 
dropped ono of tho ponies flat, at his sec- 
ond a warrior rolled to tho ground under 
Ills horse's belly, and at his fourth or fifth 
shot another warrior dropped his gun und 
clutched at his elbow. That was enough 
for the rod riders, who came no farther, 
but picking up tho fallen Indian from the 
ground circled back and got away out of 
range as fast as they could. 


"Presently tho Indians charged again, 


but this timo tJioy had learned to rosptict 
John Shy's rlflo and did not venture so 
near as before. 
They circled back, and, 


after that, a few of them remained with 
tho ponies while tho others dismounted 
and joined those who wcro attacking him 
from concealment. All tho characteristic 
skulking and stratagems of tho Apaches 
wore employed in tho attempt to kill this 
lono white man. 
8111110 of tho warriors 


crept round to tho hillside so us to attack 
him on tho flank and rear, which com 
polled him to leave tho bowlder and crawl 
bock into tho thicket behind him. Hero 
tho Indians were loath to follow him, not 
liking tho notion of coming to close quar 
tors with a man who had shown such nerve 
and readiness in the usoof his rifle. Some 
whero among tho scrub oak and plnon he 
know his wife and boy woro hiding, but 
ho did not daro call to thorn, as every 
sound or movement made In the thicket 
brought a volley from the Indians aimed 
at tho spot. 
"A cowboy riding by at a distance saw 


the burning house, and hoard tho sound of 
firing at tho Missouri-Florida ranch. He 
sot spurs to his horso and rode into Deming. 
A volunteer party was quickly mustered. 
Half way to tho ranch they camo upon tho 
first evidences of tho Apaches' work. Tho 
carriage of tho Yoagors, who had left Dom- 
ing that afternoon, lay overturned beside 
the trail, and near it was stretched Mr. 
Yeager, shot to death and mutilated. Fur- 
ther along they found tho body of Mrs. 
Y eager. 


"Hastening on through tho gathering 


darkness, tho rescuing party drew near tho 
ranch. A frightened, disheveled woman 
camo hurrying along tho trail to moot 
:.hem. It was Mrs. Shy, who, tho sound of 
she firing having long since died away, 
iad crept from tho thicket, laid her 
wounded boy near the embers of tho house, 
Lhrown over him her calico dress to shield 
lira from the frosty air and now was on 
ber way to Deming for help. For dread 
that Indians might still bo lurking near 
sh» had not dared call out for her hus- 
iand, who she feared was killed. She 
mrnod and went book to the ranch with 
-ho rescuers, who with calls and signal 
shots set out to find John Shy. At la«t 
ihoir voices reached him and were under- 
itood. Ho appeared from tho bushes at tho 
icad of the crest, deeply anxious as to the 
fato of his wife and boy. 


"Tho house burned by tho Apaches has 


novor been rebuilt, and tho family now 
live on a ranch several miles away."—Las 
Vegas Cor. Now York Sun.

Walter Savtigo Lundor was of 
opinion that his "Imaginary Conversa- 
tions" were of such literary value that 
there had not been live volumes of prose to 
equal them in 2,000 years. Coming to an- 
other sphere of life from that of the poet— 
tho cricket field, to wit—we may mention 
old Lillywhite, who used to say: "I bowl 
tho best ball in England and Mr. Horno 
bowls tho next."

The lllpeniiig of the Wine. 


Tho wine In Switzerland is left in tho 


casks till tho following spring, and it is 
hero that fermentation takes place and tho 
mout is converted into wine. Tho change 
begins almost immediately; tho liquid be- 
comes turbid, carbonic acid gas is evolved, 
a scum is thrown up on tho surface, and 
tho temperature rises. A climax is reached; 
tho intensity of the fermentation dimin- 
ishes, subsides; tho scum settles as a slimy 
deposit at tho bottom of t ho cask, and a 
clear yellow liquid is left above. Tho grape 
sugar lias almost entirely disappeared, a 
corresponding amount of alcohol has taken 
its place, nurl tlio sweet taste of the mout 
has given place to tho characteristic vinous 
flavor of tho wlno. 


In tho early stages of fermentation enor- 


mous quantities of carbonic acid gas are 
given off, and huge fires aro mado in the 
cellars to drive it away. But at the time I 
write of, October, 1893, when tho vintage 
was tho finest of tho century, when barrels 
to hold tho mout could not bo purchased 
for lovo or money, when every cellar on 
the lake, from Geneva to Villeneuve, was 
packed with casks of mont, so great was 
the amount of carbonic acid gas in tho air 
that, in spito of every precaution, several 
deaths from suffocation took place among 
the workers. In tho spring tho wino is 
drawn off clear into other barrels, then 
bottled. Vin ordinaire is not bottled at 
all, but simply drawn from tho wood. 
This is tho wino sold at all tho little wine- 
shops with which Switzerland abounds. 
It Is drawn off Into quaint little glass de- 
cantors containing half a liter each and 
so served to tho unhurrying Swiss, who 
drink it round little tables under tho trees 
on the sunny pathways or over wooden 
benches inside tho red curtained wine- 
shops.— Cornhlll Magazine.

BERSON'S BIG FEAT.

At Stassfttrt, on the evening of Dee. t, 


Jtw* was a stormy east wind, which mad* 
jh* possibility of th* journey doubtful, but 
It fell during th* night, and at ft o'clock 
nut 
morning Lieutenants Grow and 


Marker proceeded by the light of an elec- 
tric lamp to fill the Phoenix with a, 000 cu- 
bic meters of hydrogen gas. 
Or. Berson 


somewhat altered his preparation to suit 
the special circumstance* and aim* of hi* 
serial trip. At 10:88 the command to "let 
loose" was given. In a quarter of an hour 
the balloon had already arrived at a height 
of 8,000 motors. 


The air in general was foggy and thick 


flocks of small clouds hid tho earth now 
and then. At first tho temperature rose. 
At a height of 1,600 meters It was more 
than 6 degrees centigrade above sero. Dr. 
Berson made double notes of the readings 
of tho Instruments, cast a glance at the 
balloon and its ropes, looked down at the 
earth, and throw out two sacks of ballast. 
An hour after the start he hod risen higher 
than 5,000 motors, and the temperature 
sank to 18 degrees below zero and the air 
became dry. The sun's rays were weak. 
When 4,200 meters' height was reached, 
the aeronaut felt the first slight Increase of 
his heart's action after lifting the heavy 
sandbags. At 11:49 a. m. he reached the 
height of 0,000 meters, and tho tempera- 
ture sank to 85.6 degrees below zero. He 
felt a slight palpitation of the heart and 
slight general discomfort, but was other- 
wise well. At 13 o'clock, 1H hours after 
the start, be began, at a height of 6,750 
meters and a temperature of 99 degrees be- 
low zero, to breathe artificial oxygen from 
the bags he had with him, and with excel- 
lent effect. At 13.35 the bold aeronaut 
bad outpossed 8,000 meters, at a tempera- 
ture of 89 degrees below zero. He was now 
higher than he had been in the preceding 
May, 
when his highest point had been 


7,930 meters, and this time he felt much 
better than then. 


He now never dared to cease breathing 


the bags of oxygon except for a few sec- 
onds at a time, and during those brief 
pauses he felt dizzy and dangerously weak. 
But while continuing the artificial breath- 
ing he constantly and with relative ease 
fulfilled all necessary work. Only once 
did his eyes close in spite of himself, but 
the next moment he roused himself, scold- 
Ing at his own negligence; his voice in 
the rarlfled air sounded strangely muffled. 


When at the height of 7, 800 meters, he 


hod already risen higher than Glalsher 
when the latter aeronaut took his hist note 
of the temperature. At the height of 8,200 
meters Dr. Berson thought of the two 
French scientists who had died at that 
height. At about 8,500 meters Berson 
reached the greatest height arrived at by 
Glashier on Sept. 6, 1802, when the latter 
fainted away, only to awake after his 
companions had stopped tho balloon from 
rising any higher. But Dr. Berson, after 
momentary examination of his own 
strength and his provision of ballast, ven- 
tured to rise higher. The temperature had 
already sunk to 43 degrees below zero C. 
At the height of 9,000 meters his balloon 
passed through and above the thin stratum 
of high cirrus clouds which he hod noticed 
high in the sky at bis start. The velllike 
stratum consisted not of ice crystals, but 
of well formed small snowflakes. At 13:45 
p. m , 2J4 hours after the start, the bar- 
ometer Indicated only 831 millimeters, 
which corresponds with a sea height of 
9,000 meters and a true height of 9,160 
meters. The thermometer stood at 47.S 
degrees below zero. Even tho quicksilver 
in the barometer hod cooled to 29 degrees, 
and the ray thermometer, In full sunshine, 
indicated only 23.8 degrees. The balloon 
now stopped. There were only six large 
and Ono small suck of ballast left, which 
wore necessary for descending and land- 
ing. The balloon stood above the thin 
snow clouds in a clear sky which stretched 
faintly blue above. Dr. Berson felt so well 
that ho could certainly have risen another 
1,000 meters. But he could not have done 
so without risking tho whole of his suc- 
cessful journey. At this immense height 
—9,180 meters— ho felt much better than 
a short time before. Dr. Borson opened 
the gas valve now and then, and the 
Phoenix gradually descended till at the 
height of 7, 600 meters it stopped and again 
began to rise. Another pull at the valve 
caused it to redescend. 
But now tho terrible cold began to have 


effect. Dr. Berson, clothed as he was in 
thick furs, began to shake in every limb so 
violently that sometimes he was obliged to 
hold on to the rim of the basket. In slow, 
waving motion tho balloon sank and sank, 
and during tho whole descent only ono sack 
of ballast was thrown out, at tho height of 
8,500 meters, to moderate the rapidity. 
Meanwhile a close stratum of heavy clouds 
had hidden tho earth and prevented any 
ascertaining of the balloon's position. Tho 
slow descent, however, allowed of another 
set of observations being taken, and now 
the highest temperature, about 6 degrees 
above zero, was found at tho height of 
1,400 meters. Thence down to the earth it 
sank again 5 degrees. A whole hour after 
Herr Borson had been at tho greatest 
height of his trip two of his fingers wore 
frozen, but he brought them to life again 
by energetic friction. In the enormous 
cold tho barograph had stopped for awhile. 
In tho afternoon at 8 o'clock the northern 
skies showed unmistakable signs of "wa- 
ter," and Dr. Berson decided that he must 
descend more rapidly. After a few more 
gentle ups and downs he could distinguish 
tho noise and steam whistles of somo large 
town. When 250 meters high, there ap- 
peared at last below him tho gray earth, 
covered by a cloudy sky. Now, with tho 
drag strap the balloon passed over a lake, 
and presently landed, with tho help of 
some countrymen who came up at 3:45 p. 
m., on a stubblefield at Schonwohld, In 
tho west of Kiel. — Journal of Aeronautics 
and Atmospheric Physics. 


Faper Telegraph Pole*.

a telegraph polo made of that very useful 
material. These poles arc composed of pa- 
per pulp in which borax, tallow and other 
ingredients are mixed. This Is cost in a 
mold in such a manner as to give it a hol- 
low center throughout Its entire length, 
with a close fitting cap tarred on the top. 
These poles are said to be lighter and 
stronger than similar sized poles of wood, 
and to be unaffected by sun, rain or damp- 
new.—St. Louis Republic.

Chemistry of Wool. 


Mention is made of an interesting soriet 


of experiments upon the chemistry of wool 
made by Knecht, In which, on heating 
purified wool with sulphuric acid, ho ob 
tnlncd a light brown solution which road 
ily gives precipitates with solutions of the 
acid coloring matters. 
The substanc« 


which produces those precipitates or lakei 
he considers to be identical with the con 
stltuent of the fiber which combines wltt 
tho acid colors in an ordinary dyeing proo 
ess, the amount of this lake forming sub- 
stance tolng about 25 to 80 per cent of th< 
weight of wool. To obtain the above men- 
tioned acid solution of wool, It is stated 
that about 100 parts of the fiber are boiled 
for about two hours with 200 parts ot 
strong sulphuric acid and 800 parts of wa- 
ter, the wool gradually dissolving, produo 
ing brown solution, which, when neutral- 
ized by uiksll, deposits a yellowish white 
precipitate constituting a lake forming 
substance 
A body called lanuglnic acid 


was already known, being obtained by a 
process the converse of tho above—viz, by 
dissolving wool in caustic soda and neu- 
tralizing with acid, But, according to 
Knecht, an acid solution of lanuglnlo acid 
has exactly the same properties as tho lake 
forming substance, nml the two are there- 
fore 
considered 
Identical.

•Is Fatal Bftetoa to rimoe* V»4*rtakM 


With Dr*ad aad KUgrat. 


On March 8, 1811, congress removed th« 


restriction against trade with Franca, 
while repeating It against England. But 
at the same time she doubted Napoleon's 
real Intentions. She saw that many Irri- 
tations were liable to arise between th* 
two countries, and that our commerce 
would suffer severely if we did not have a 
now and complete treaty. Iu order to ar- 
range this Joel Barlow was sent abroad. 
Poor Barlow was happy in his beautiful 
homo of Kaloruma, and ho undertook the 
voyage with regret and dread. When h« 
arrived in Paris on Sept. 19, 1811, h* 
found a condition of affairs most irritat- 
ing for prompt work on tho treaty. Na- 
poleon had that day set out for Belgium 
to look after the grand army he was pre- 
paring to Invado Russia. For a rear ne- 
gotiations went on, Barlow pushing his 
claims as well as he could, but with Napo- 
leon across Europe and engaged in a death 
struggle with hla enemies, the American 
treaty had small chance of speedy Battle- 
ment. Finally In October, 1819, while the 
French were still in Moscow, a letter came 
to Barlow telling him that If ho would 
come to Wllna the treaty should be sign- 
ed. On Oct. 90, just a week after Napoleon 
and his broken army hod left Moscow, 
Barlow started across Europe. In three 
weeks he was at Wllna, When he arrived, 
however, he found that Napoleon was not 
there; worse still, that there was no defi- 
nite news of tho French, only rumor* 
more or less sinister. Finally on Deo. 4 a 
courier dashed into Wllna. The French 
were flying. Thousands were frozen, 
slaughtered, drowned. Napoleon was har- 
rying alone to Paris. On tho 5th Barlow 
left Wilna, and none too soon, for the 
Cossacks were In the town. The man h* 
had crossed Europe to moot passed him a 
few days after ho left Wilna, flying day 
and night and attended by only a handful 
of guards. 


Barlow followed as best he could, but 
his disappointment and forebodings had 
weakened his courage, »uid besides he was 
suffering from the cold and deprivations 
of the journey. Near Cracow h* wai 
obliged to stop so ill was ho, and there on 
Deo. 84 he died.—Ida M. Tarbell in Mo- 
Cluro's Magazine.

as far advanced, there are yet some 
some fields to be harvested. Oats are 
coming on rapidly and in some ot the 
southern counties the oat harvest is 
well under way. The crop is turning 
out well and much better than was 
expected. 
Barley is everywhere re- 


ported good, and many are of the opin- 
ion that this years crop was never ex- 
celled. 
A few fields {Were damaged 


by chinch bugs, but not seriously. 
Bye is somewhat better than was ex- 
pected though the crop, with a few 
exception, is considerably below an 
average one. The earliest sown grains 
are generally In a better condition 
than those sown late. 
Corn has been 


greatly benefited by the recent rains 
and is making a remarkably fine 
growth

WHEK an individual attempts to 


break down another individual's credit 
by misrepresenting his business affairs 
the libeled individual can appeal to 
the courts and by proving the libel 
have the llbeler punished. 
But the 


United States government has no 
such redress. When an apparently 
concerted attempt to injure the credit 
of the government and bring on 
another financial panic, sucb as is 
now being made by those republican 
newspapers which are printing sen- 
sational, and in many instances en- 
tirely false, accounts of the govern- 
ment's financial affairs, tbe govern- 
ment can only appeal to the common 
sense and fairness of the people. 
There is nothing either alarming or 
unexpected in the present condition 
of the government's finances. As was 
expected tbe expenditures during the 
flrst half of July were largely in ex- 
cess of the receipts. The reason is 
obvious. Of the $29,000,000 which 
have been paid out this month $11,- 
000,000 bas gone to pay pensions, 
about $7,000,000 to pay interest on 
bonds, including those of the Pacific 
railroads, and more than $6,000,000 
has been paid under the appropriations 
made by the last Congress which 
became available on the first of July. 
Some republican papers, in their 
anxiety to bring on another financial 
panic, or at least stop the revival of 
business now sweeping over tbe coun- 
try, bave gone so far as to say that 
the revenues of the government were 
falling off. Partisanship is no excuse 
for such willful misstatement as tbat. 
On the contrary, tbe revenues are in- 
creasing, those for the first of July 
being much larger tban the receipts 
for the same period last year. 
The 


U. S. Treasury is all right, and likely 
to remain so as long as it is iu charge 
of democrats. 


SECRETAKY HOKB SMITH has gone 


to Georgia to make some financial 
speeches, in which he will tell his 
hearers why he lost faith in the effi- 
cacy of free coinage and became an ad- 
vocate of sound money. 
He has ac-
